Production in sub-bituminous 
fields dropped 54,429 tons in March 
1949, as compared with March 
1948. 

Output for the first three months 
of this year was 886,597 tons greater 
for all fields than the production 
for the same périod last year. 

Mountain Park mines, now oper- 
ating on a greatly reduced scale, 
produced 116,315 tons of coal dur- 
ing March 1949. 

Increase of 117,964 tons was re- 
ported at all bituminous fields dur 
ing March this year, as compared 
with last year. 

Decrease in production was re- 
ported from the sub-bituminous 
fields of Ardley, Big Valley, Drum- 
heller, Camrose, Taber, Castor, To- 
field and Westlock.
